Testimony for Assembly Bill 518
Committee on Campaigns and Elections
September 18, 2003

Assembly Bill 518 relates to requirements for certification for a chief inspector
position.

Stemming from the 2000 presidential election recount in Fiorida, our 2001 budget
included many provisions that dealt with election law reform. One thing that we
addressed was tightening up requirements for polling inspectors and pol workers
by establishing uniform certification training.

The budget language required that chief polling inspectors take an examination as
part of that certification training.

Since a large number of chief inspectors, especially in rural area of the state, are
elderly and have been serving as chief inspectors for many years prior to this law
change, the WI Towns Assc. has brought to my attention that the examination

- requirement is actually acting as a disincentive for many elderly individuals from
participating as polling inspectors. e e e

Participants must now currently go through a 1-time, 6-hour training program
every two years. Kevin Kennedy has indicated to me, that attendance is their
primary concern in training. It’s his belief that the occasional pop quizzes and
Q&A for participants is sufficient and that the examination isn’t necessarily
beneficial.
